The Reading Of The Massess

. HALDEMAN-JULIUS of Girard, Kan., reports in an inter- 
view the results of an experiment which completely upsets 


the accepted view of popular literary taste. He has found that> 
when classical literature is put on the market in 10-ccnu form 
the public will devour it. In three years, he says, he has sole 
10 000,000 copies of permanent literature, of which the most 
popular proved to be Plato's "Trial and Death of Socrates. 
> 


Remarkable as is this revelation it is not at all in conflict 


with reason. We might have known it, but fear of colliding 
with the supposed facts of experience kept us from theorizing. 
We have taken our estimate of popular taste from the purveyors, 
of light fiction. Now we find that what has been handed us as1 
popular taste was merely the craving of unlettered adolescence. 


It seems that the demand for so-called popular fiction, tho 


great in volume, is not representative. It is confined to that 
twilight of literary intelligence which, Julius says, includes the 
business-man type. It takes illusion to satisfy the adolescent, 
and either that or nothing at all to pacify the literary appetite 
of the commercial mind. What the general public wants is life 
and life's philosophy. 
There is evident with this demand a revolt from the liter- 


ary gods of the school textbooks. We find among Mr. Julius' i 
best sellers Plato, De Maupassant, Balzac, Tolstoy, the Koran, i 
Buddha, Confucious, Schopenhauer, Nietzsche and Cellini. It is 
interesting to note however, that Jesus and Linlcoln are still the( 
personalities of widest appeal. 


The popular demand for the literature of thot is tremend- 


ously encouraging. The problem of good reading for the masses 
has proved to be a problem largely of economics and physical 
facility. A small, cheap volume that can be carried about in the 
pocket and read at leisure may be a spur to human progress and 
a solace from age to age.
